hOT A DROP TO DRINE. 

Uerohant Vessrla at Bio Said to be Snirerlnt; 
From Lack of Water— American 
Beflections. 



(Copyright 1E9I, by the United Press.) 

Rio J.\nii-:uo, Feb. lil. — The merchant 
veascla at thia port aro sufioring extremely 
for want of water,^beoauBe of the refusal of 
the insurgents to allow a water boat to go 
around the bay and supply such craft. The 
C'iplaiii of tho Britiah nieroliantman, J. A. 
Smith, made application to the commander 
I f a Hriti^h man-of-war for the assistance 
neocesary to onbble him to obtain a supply 
water but was refused. 

The ctptain of the merchantman then ap- 
pealed to Admiral Benham, who asaigned 
Lieut. Kilbourne to guard the water boat 
under tbo Amerloan flag. Vesaela o( all na- 
tions are it is said seeking protection of tho 
United States, and Britiah sailors are ae- 
voroly oonsuring the Eogliah oflioiala, who, 
they doolaro, aro sacrificing oommeroo to 
A.imiral da Gama.

New Yohk, Feb. 21. — Eraatua Wiman, 
formerly manager for R. Q. Don & Uo.'s 
Mercantile Agency, builder of tbe Staten 
laland Rapid Transit railroad and a prom- 
inent advocate of the annexation of Canada 
to tho United Statoa, was arrested to-day 
charged with forgoriea amounting to 5229,- 
000. He was arraigned before Judge Mar- 
tine an^ committed to the Tombs in default 
of $25,000 bail. The arreat was made at; tho 
office of Mr. Wiman's aon-in-law, Norman 
S. Miller, in tho Washington building, on a 
bench warrant, issued by Judge Marline, 
soon after tbo grand jury had handed nown 
twoindiotmenta charging Wimau with for- 
gery in the eecond degree. 

Mr. \^kman oxpreascd some aurprise at 
bia arreit, and then aaked if there would be 
any opportunity to get bail. He aaid he 
ought t(i have a lawyer and would like to bo 
roprosented by oounoii. An effort was 
made by friends to get bail, latn in the after 
noon, but without suooess, neither did Mr. 
Wiman have counsel wlien be was taken to 
the General aessions by the deteotives. As 
soon aaUt was known that Mr. Wiman had 
been arrested, Assistant District Attorney 
Lindsay made known the oomplaiat on 
which lha indictment was founded. In 
opening it aaya : 

"I have taken great paiua to invootigato 
these ohargea for tho purpose of aatiafying 
myself whether any auccesaful explanation 
or defense of them can bu made, and I 
think you will agree witlj? mo that clearer 
cases, tuoro easily proved by reput«ble wit- 
ncEsea, have rarely, if evbr, been submitted 
to the authorities. 

"Tho association known aa the firm of R. 
G. IJun & ('c, with which tho defendant 
Wiman waa connected during tho period 
covering' the act complained of, was formed 
on January 1, 1S80, but Mr, Wiman had for 
many yoara previous to that date liad busi- 
ness rolalions with Mr. Dun. Mr. Wiman 
was nut a partner of Mr. Dun iu tho usual 
sense. Under tlio articles of association, ho 
had no right, title or interest in the pro- 
perty or good will of tho busincEa or prollts 
thereof, for, while it was agreed that ho 
should reserve a certain percentage of the 
profits, it waa epooially provided that ho 
should rcooivo only euoh a sum for saliry 
fur faithful servicea rendered, and that the 
amount of profits should be tho basis of 
determining tho amount of salary. 

"It was also provided in tho articles of 
the association th:tt ho should not employ 
the name of R. 0. Dun &. Co , o.Kcopt in the 
regular und proper business of tho caid 
Metciintilile Agency, and that he should not 
nae the name of aaid association in issuing, 
maklDK, drawing or endorsing any note, 
bill of exchange, draft, or other obligation, 
o.Kcept only in ondorsementa of auch pupera 
for the account of the asaooiation. He also 
had a right to sign tho firm's checks for the 
firm's purpose only. Mr. Wiman waa 
a salaried man for Mr. Dun, with such 
powers as only the contract gave him, with 
additional power to driW checks. Tho 
property of R U. Dan & Co., was not his 
property in any sense. Tho moneys of U 
G. Dun & Co., wore not hia money in 
any sense and the profits of R. G. Dun 
& Co., not hia profits, and yet 
by various acts of embi z/.leinent through 
misrepresentations, concealments and breach- 
ca of hia agreement, niisuso of tho powers 
with which ho was entrusted, ho suc- 
ceeded during the years 1SS8, '89, '90, '01, 
'9-', and up to Fobiii.jry, 189.'i, in stealing 
from Mr. Duo the enormous sum 
of 5229,018.90. Thia sum ho owes 
Mr. Dun today. That in view 
of his relation to tho property of Mr. Dun, 
which Mr. Wiman helped to munago under 
tho name of R. G. Dun & Co., he is guilty 
of the crime of having embezzled the whole 
or tho greater part of thia eum, I have little 
doubt." 

Affiant only makes two specific charges 
in hia complaint, though he says many 
more could eaaily l)o brought if desired. 
In February, 189,')," tho comyiliiint aaya, 
R. G. Dun .k Co., owed upwards of 
SIO.OOO to M. W. Bullingcr, of thia 
city for materials ourohased on tho 
G.h of February, iSO.'i. Wiman bciug 
in urgent straits for money, directed tho 
cashier of K. G. Dun k Go. to make out a 
check to the order of Mr. Hulliugor and in- 
atead of tracsmitting it to him in part pay- 
ment of his account, deliberately forged 
tho nome of E. W. Bulllnger on the 
back of tho check and deposited it to bia 
own credit in his own bank. The aooount 
of BuUinger, on the books of the 
firm, was debited with tbe bouse in 
tlio usual oourse of time. These 
accounts of Mr. Wiman'a were wholly with- 
out the kaowledge of any member of the 
firm, and since then they Ijave paid to Mr. 
Balliuger tho aum whiuh Mr. Wiman on the 
day named apijropriated by meaiia of forg- 
ery to his own uto." 

On tho 20ili day of January, 189:1, it is 
further alleged that R. G. Dun owed 
the Campbell Printing I'ross and Manu- 
facturing Company tho sum ot §5,580 
for two printing presses purchased in 
May, 1S92. Mr. Wiman procured from tho 
cashier of B. G. Dun & Co. a 
check to tho order of Ogdon lirower, 
treasurer of tlie Campbell's on tho pretext 
that lio desired to pay the account. Ho 
then went to tlio Campbell Co,, and tolling 
them that R. G. Dun & Co. wero short of 
funds, atikcd thoin whether they would like 
notes for their account instead of cash. On 
Mr. lii'owcr acquioacing in his proposition, 
ho made two notes covering tho amount in 
bis own name and delivered them to him. 
He then forged tho name of Ogden Browor, 
treasurer, on tho bicka of tho checks and 
appropriated them to hia own uso 



detected, Mr. Wiman ofifered to transfer 
to Mr. Dun certain real estate in 
terests in Statin Island of doubtful value ; 
hut Mr. Dun, learning that Wiman was 
insolvent, refused to accept them or to 
receive any proferonce over hia other credit- 
ore. Mr. Wiman therefura made a formal 
assignmentforthebenefitof hiacreditora ; but 
his Bsaets have amounted to almoat nothing. 
Sympathy foi: Mr. Wiman's family, an im- 

Eerfeot knowledse of the extent of his em- 
ezzlements, anoT fears for hia other credi- 
tors (aome of whom would Ira^more seriously 
injured, thougli not to ao large an extent as 
Mr. Dun) are the oonaiderationa Mr. Dun 
giros for not brioging the matter into court 
before. The oompTaInt concludes at follows : 
"In view of tne foregoing facta and upon 
tho oonviotioa that a man of Wiman's bad 
character Ought not longer to be allowed to 
masquerade as an honest man in this com- 
munity, and as an adviser and exhorter of 
youth and out of a aense of obligation to 
tho morchao tile world with which he is ao 
oloBoly identitiod, ho has decided that hia 
duty requires him to exposo Wiman'a con- 
duct and to hand him over to tho author- 
ities; that he may hi dealt with aa the law 
diroota." 

Thoro waa no ei^uature to the complaint, 
but its authorship is credited to ex-Diatrict 
Attorney Delancy Nioholl. The names of 
tho witneaaes wero R. D. Douglas, W. W. 
Hullingor, Ogden Brower, treasurer, Camp- 
bell Printing Press Company and tho 
cashier of R. G. Dun & Co. On 
being arraigned beforo Judgo Martino, 
Mr. Wiman was informed of the nature of 
tho charges. Ho was then asked whothor 
ho would furnish bail to-night. "No sir," 
said Mr. Wiman, " I do not intend to." 
Judge Marline then held him in 525,000 
bail, and he was committed to the Tombs 
prison, Before going to j lil Mr. Wiman 
sent a despatch to his counsol, Bunj'.inin F. 
Tracy. 

Harris Dun Wiman, a son of Era.itus, waa 
Ecou by tho United Paesa reporter this even- 
ing. He aaya that upon hearing of hia 
father'a arreat he went immediately to the 
Tomba, but it was after tho hour of locking 
up the priaon, he waa only permitted to 
send in a note. Ho added : "I received 
meaaage in reply, in which my 
father atatod that ho was getting along all 
right. He aaid that ho was serene ; that 
he waa conaoioua of no guilt and had com- 
mitted no crime. If be had blundered, ho 
is willing to stand the conacquences. He 
aaid that several friends wanted to obtain 
bail for him, but he deelined to allow them 
to do so. He alao said that he had 
an engagement to deliver an addreea 
at Qrammero^ hall, is East 42ad street, to- 
morrow evening, ahd that. he is going to 
make every effort to keep that engage- 
ment." Mr. Wiman, Jr., said that he waa 
not familiar enough with his father's affair i 
to attempt to make a reply to tho ohargea, 
but he believed hia father will be able to 
answer any charge of wrong-doing aatisfac- 
torily. 

ErastuB Wiman has long been known as 
one of New York's moat prominent citizens. 
He was an advocate of Commercial Reci- 
procity with Canada, a promoter of numer- 
oua prnjicta of groat financial importance, a 
prominent member of tho Now York Cham- 
ber oi Commerce and Board of Trade. He 
was, until hia assignment in April, ISO;!, 
conEidered to be a millionaire. Ho did 
much to further the interests of 
Slaten Island, and Uvea in a mag- 
nificent homo at Eraatiua. Mr. Wiman 
was born near Toronto, ul! years 
ago, and rose from a poor farmer's 
boy to wealth and iuiportanoo by hig own 
exertions. Hia latest enterprise was 
tho plan to tunnel New York Biy between 
Brooklyn and Staten laland, and thereby 
cirry the Now Jersey trunk linea into 
Brooklyn. Mr. Wiman waa known among 
his friends as a lavish nntertainer.

Yesterday tho cluea pointed unmis- 
takably to James Lockerage, who narrowly 
escaped convtotion at tho laat asaizaa on a 
charge of passing Confederate money.

, SEQUEL TCANyjUD. 

Horrible Tragedy In iTexaSrr^A ^Quadruple 
' . ' llurdcrer the Central' Fienre. 

Houston, Tex,, Feb.' 21.— On Monday 
night a horrible tragedy** occurred here, the 
sequel of the famous Fort Bend feud, known 
as the Jaybird- Woodpecker quarrel. J amos 
R. Mitchell, a quadruple murderer, was the 
central figure in that alTair. Milton Sparks 
and D. I. Sutton, constables of Eagle lake, 
wore in the city as witnesses iu the Fort 
Bend murder case, and Mrs. Sparks accom- 
panied her husband. Thia engendered bad 
blood, and last night Mitchell, who was 
waiting for his father and brother from 
Redmond, espied Sutton. He opened fire, 
which was promptly returned, Sutton falling 
after firing the second shot. Mitchell kept 
up a murderous fusilade until he had fired 
six shots. 

Tho result was that in addition to Sutton 
being killed Milton Sparks was shot to 
death and Dan Gleason, an omnibus driver, 
also lies dead. Mrs. Sparks, wife of the 
murdered man, ia bu' .y wounded, as ia alao 
lier child. A brother of Sparks was mor- 
tally wounded, and Mrs, McDowell, an aged 
lady, received one of tho bullots, and her 
chances for recovery aro very slim. 

Mitchell said to a reporter after hia ar- 
rest : " I shot Sutton for interfering in my 
family affairs, and I hope to bell I killed 
him. We had a previous difiioulty, and 
he sent me word that he would kill mo. 
I am attaohed as a witness, and I believe 1 
was simply attaohed to get me here to kill 
mo, us I notified Sutton and a crowd of six 
or eight who formed the plot to kill me. I 
had no grievance against the Sparkscs. I 
shot to kill Sutton and Sutton to kill me. 
When I saw he had his hand on his pistol, 
I said to hini : ' Wo will juat settle our 
trouble right hero.' Wo then wont to shoot- 
ing. Hia shots paaaed my head. Those 
killed bauk of mo Sutton killed. I killed 
those near him." 

It ia pretty evident Sutton killed Gleaeon, 
wliilo Mitchell killed Sutton, Milton, Sparks 
and the baby, and mortally wounded Sparks' 
brother, and shot Mrs. McDowell. 



SNOW BLOCKADE BROKEN. 

The Damage to Ballroads and Rolling Stock 
Not as Qrcat as Was Feared. 

Saokamento, Feb. 21. — Word has been 
received here that the blockade' on the 
mountains has been broken and that it ia 
tho intention to start east and west bound 
passenger trains to-night on sohodulo time. 
At last accounts clear weather prevailed in 
the vicinity of the summit and the snow 
had stopped falling. The material damage 
to railroad property was not nearly ao 
great as was expected. The principal in- 
jury was to the snowsheda, a few hundred 
feet of which woro prostrated, but not bad- 
ly broken, by the elides. But few of the 
supporting posts were broken. Over 700 
men are now employed on the hill shovel- 
ling enow on the railroad tracks. Diviaion. 
Superintendent Wright ia still in the moun- 
tains directing the operations of tho men 
An east-bound passenger train, which had 
been detained here forty-eight hours, was 
sent on to its destination sho'rtly after noon 
to-day. 

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Extreme Dullness iu the Market With ii 
Tendency to Decline, Followed 
by Gains. 

New Yokk, Fob. 21.— The day at the 
Stook Exchange was the dullest for a long 
time past, the dealings in stocks footing up 
only 100,491 shares. The dullness was duo 
in part to to-morrow's holiday and In part 
to tho fact thit, the Stnato has not taken 
definite action on tarifl" matters. The ten- 
dency of prices was upward until late in tho 
day, when Chicago Gaa, which had advanced 
1 to 04, receded to li'i^. Tho general Hat 
was strengthened by the recovery in 
wheat, a little buying for London and 
some covering by the local " shorts." Many 
of the active stocks commanded a premium 
for use, and in tho case of Burlington & 
Quincy, 1.^ pi.r diem was paid. These 
lates moro than ofTaet the rumored defal- 
cation by an employe of a big down town 
truat company, which afterwards turned 
out to be a very small afTair, and tho un- 
favorable reports of tho Union Pacific and 
Atohiaon. Little was heard of gold ship- 
ments, although the markot for sterling ox- 
change rule strong to the close. The stocks 
most prominent in tho improvement were 
General Eteotric, Chicago Gas, Louts ville 
& Nashville, the Grangers, Western Union 
and Union Pacific. The rise was 
equal to ,\ lo 1^ per cent., but a 
part of this was lost near tho close. 
In the final dealings the market was firm.

When he ru- 
covered oonaciousncss he found himself do.vn 
beneath snow, wood and dirt. Ho could only 
move one hand, and a spike was driven inti) 
the back of his neck. He was held in this 
pOBitioD, Buffering untold ogonies, for six 
nonr's, and probaluy would have died, had it, 
Bot'been for Joe Kideau, who, returning 
from Beno, had a mail for Wheeler and 
started for his cabin. He her.rd Ede'a cries, 
and, summoning help, released him and 
carried him down to the State line mill where 
he was well taken care of until the arrival 
or Dr. Phillips. He was very comfortable 
this morning, and will be brought to Reno 
on the first train. A large force of men are 
working to find tho bodies of the other four. 
As the enow is forty feet deep it is thought 
the bodies will not bo found before spring. 
It is heartrending to hoar Edo tolling the 
miseries he sufforcd during his twenty-six 
hours of optivily in the snow and ioo.

subject. It ia beat to have importont oon- 
BtltuCibnal qiieatlons, auoh as that lately de- 
oided by the , Supreme Court of the 
^omte^9D,^;settIe'(^: onoa for all at the 
earllesti' 'possible moment. To leave 
them open is to perpetuate disagreement 
and to promote strife. When the queation 
ia settled by the proper authority the par- 
ties to the diapute will soon adapt them- 
selves to the new opnditions. 
^ The queation ia, now raised whetiier an 
appeal to the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council can be made. We trust that 
this will speedily bo deoldod, for it ia impor- 
tant that tho Manitoba jBohool queation bo 
taken out of the arena of controversy os 
quickly aa posaible. 

If the question is eveotually decided in 
favor of the snpportnrs ot the present school 
system, the decision will bo very far from 
being like tho laws of the Medea and Por- 
aiana — unalterable under any ciroumatanoea. 
Its ciTeot will be simply to leave the mat- 
ter of education wholly in the bauds 
of the people of Manitoba. 3'hey will bo 
competent to alter the law at any time that 
majority of them is in favor of a change. 
Thero are indications juat now that tliero 
aro very many both in Canada and tho 
United States who are opposed to the ex- 
olusion of religion from tho public aohool^. 
Admitting that these persons are in a min- 
ority now, it is not uncommon in these days 
for a minority to grow in a few years into a 
majority, and there ia no knowing how soon 
this niuy be tlie case in Manitoba. 



THS BENEFITS OF CONVERSION. 

The Leader of the Opposition and his 
second-lieutenant, Mr. Cotton, did what 
they could during the debate on tho Budget 
Speech to oreate tho impression that the 
conversion of the old loans is a losing trana 
action for the Province. They went so far 
as to say that the loss on the oonversion of 
the old 6 per cent, and 4} per cent, loans 
into one 50-year loan at 3 per cent, would 
he more than tho coat of tho now Parliament 
buildings. They contended that the Prov- 
ince will have to give Sl-tO of the now loan 
for SlOO of the 6 per cent, loan, and $125 
ef the new loon for $10P cf the 
4} per cent, loan, and that as the 
loans of 1877 "^'^ ^S**? would have 
been paid iu tbirteen and twenty-three 
years respectively the province would, if 
the oonversion were effeoted, have to pay 
much more than if the old loans were 
allowed to run their stipulated time. This 
is quite true, bat not all the truth. There 
are conditiona which the Leader of 
tho Opposition und hia lieutenant, 
have not considered and allowed for. They 
oODveuiently omit to inform their hearers 
that if the whole of the two loans were con- 
verted (here woald he a saving annually of 
about $25,000, and in addition to this sum 
S450,0(J0 sinking fund would bo released for 
immediate use. This amount dcpoaited 
at 4 per cent, and compounded for fifty years, 
the life of the new loan would, at the end of 
that time, amount to over thbeb jiiixion 
nT£ Hnta>BED tbousakd oollabs. 

But the (treat advantage of the conversion 
of these old loans bearing a high rate of 
interest arises from the fact that 
tnablea tho Province to borrow 
future at tho moat favorable rate 
possible for any colony. As long as these 
old loans bearing 6 per cent, and 4i per cent, 
interest were standing without any system- 
atic attempt being made to consolidate 
them, il was utterly imposaiblo to attempt 
to borrow at any rate under 4 per cent, or 
4} psr cent., bub as soon u a legitimate 
and straightforward offer was made to 
buy up these old loans very little 
difficulty was found in borrowint; at 3 per 
cent. Thia being the fact, and we are 
:i38ured that it is, the saving made on tho 
laat loan, which bears only 3 per cent., may 
be fairly oreditetUto the oonversion scheme, 
It may be seen from this that any loans 
which may be r£ quired in future can 
be negotiated at 3 per cent., and 
even less. But it tho old high interest 
debts had not been consolidated at three 
per cent, thia could not be done. The 
Province would have to pay four per cent 
and over for the money it needed. Tho 
saving thus effeoted would unquestionably 
be the result of the Government of the 
Province having had the intelligonoo to 
S03 tho benefits of conversion and tho 
courage to face its diiSoulties. We wish to 
call attention to the tact that several mem- 
bers, both of the Opposition and Govern- 
ment sides, had asked or suggested that the 
Finance Minister should give some further 
explanation on tho cost of conversion, and 
tho statement made by Mr. Beavcn that it 
would cost moro than tho Government 
building. An opportunity arose yesterday 
and the Finanoe- Minister got up prepared 
to explain fully, but the leader of the Oppo- 
sition and his party refused to hear him. 
This aaya very little for the sincerity and 
fairncaa of tho Opposition leader and his 
followers. 



THE MANITOBA SOHOOL OASB. 

Xhere ore monjr who will be pleased to 
find that the Supreme Court has come to <a 
decision 'in the Manitoba Sohool case. There 
were some who found fault with tho Gov- 
ernment for submitting that oaso to tho 
decision of tho highest legal tribunal in 
Canada, but wo think that all reasonable 
men, no matter what .their private oplniona 
may be on the subject of religioua teaching 
in schools, and of denominational education, 
will see that the Government acted wisely 
in getting an authoritative decision on the 



THE RESULTS OF DISCUSSION. 

The Opposition haa faileil to show that tho 
Oi.H'ernincnt haa Bpcut money improperly 
Tlio Btriotost search, nnule iu tho moat un 
charitable spirit, has not proved that a 
single dollar has been wrongfully expepdod. 
The figures which have been so cunningly 
displayed to contfey tho injprcasion that the 
Government haa been extravagant and that 
it haa lavished money on a favorite, repre- 
sent tho statutory allowanoeafor official soiV' 
icea and a very modest and, aa wo 
believe, inadequate remuneration for pro 
feasional work. The display which 
was expected to do tho Govern- 
ment such great lUniagc has done it 
much good, for it shows in tho moat con- 
vincing manner poaaiblo that neither the 
Premier nor Dr. Davie received a single 
dollar of the public money ' that he was 
not honestly entitled to. The enemies of 
the Government made out tho account. 
They drew it up so as to place tho Premier 
in the worst posaible light. Yet with all 
their malice, and with all their ingenuity, 
they have fAiled to show that there is an 
unfair or an improper item in that aooount, 
In this way the Opposition have unwit- 
tingly borno the very strongest testimony 
to tho Government's integrity. Though 
they have delved into the public accounts 
most industriously they have been unable 
to unearth anything that bears tho 
remotest resemblance to a scandal. 

The Opposition has signally failed to show 
that the men in power have expended money 
improperly, and they have not even at 
tempted to prove that tho Government have 
been extravagint. Tho minister of Finance 
has demonstrated that tho greater part of tho 
money borrowed has been expended in the 
constraotion of publiti works. The finan 
ciers of the Opposition have not asserted 
thit those public works wore nob needed, 
neither do they contend that the price paid 
for them has been unduly high. Thoy, on 
tho contrary, have tacitly admitted that the 
public works constructed during the last five 
or six years were all required, and that they 
wore conatructed at moderate coat. The 
Opposition themselves, then, being the 
judges, the administration of the Public 
Works Department has been honest, 
economical and judicious. 

It is freely admitted that the polioy of 
the Government has not been economical as 
the Leader of the Opposition and late Mayor 
of Victoria understands economy. Thoy 
have not starved the public aervioes and 
allowed tho public works to bo neglected 
and to get out of repair in order that they, 
by raking and serapiog and skimping, may 
at the end of each year be able to boast of 
an apparent surplus. Their policy haa been 
openly and frankly ono of liberal expendi- 
ture. Thoy have proceeded on tho aa- 
tumption that tho I^roviooo needs moro 
and greater improveaienta than oau be made 
out of the revenue of each year. They have 
borrowed money in order to enable them to 
give tho people theae improvements. 
This has boon done with the hearty 
sanction of the people themselves. 
They know that the money expended on 
the improvements which the Government 
huve made. and are making is well invested, 
and that it will bring in a liberal return. 
Thoy are, therefore, not alarmed when they 
learn that tho money expended by tlio 
Government in a given yoar ie greater than 
the sum raised by taxation in that yoar. 
They know that it would bo so, and that is 
what tbey intended. What they aak of the 
Government is to give them all the oonveni- 
oncea in their power, and to get them at a 
moderate coat. Thoy are not afraid of 
going into debt if the mouny borrowed is 
expended in such a. way as to enable them 
and their children easily to pay the debt. In 
this the people of British Columbia are wise. 
They are acting on a sound business princi- 
ple. They consider that a debt is really no 
burden on a property or a country, if by 
the expenditure of tho money the property 
is correspondingly increased in value. This 
has, beyond the shadow of a doubt, been 
tho case with British Columbia. The net 
debt of the Province to-day, inoludiog tho 
sum borrowed for the construction of tho 
rovincial Buildiuga, is §2,129, 17S, and for 
thia the Province has to show public works 
to tho value of §2,000,000. But tho advon. 
tage of tho Government's policy ia seen in 
the great and rapid inqreaae of its revenue- 
producing power.' 
The income of the Province has in aer^n 



years of liberal and enlightened administra- 
tion increased from §537,385 to §1,012,257. 
This is an excellent . showing and it is no 
wonder that the.credit of British Columbia 
stands high in the estimation of the men best 
able to judge of the Qnanoial standing of the 
countries of tho world, 

Thio then is tho result of the diecuaaion of 
the Government's polioy. The Oppoaltion 
by their attempts to malign and misrepre- 
sent the Government have been instrumental 
in showing that the Government have not 
been extravagant or wasteful, hut have 
spent tho psoplo'a monoy for the pooplo'a 
good, and that under their adminiatration 
British Columbia has progressed moro rap- 
idly, both in population and wealth, than 
any other province of the Dominion.

The First Olllcera-Adoptioa of Cali- 
fornia Laws Respecting Fruit 
Pests Atlvisetl. 



The convention of fruit growers of Oregon, 
Washington, Idaho and British Columbia, 
held at Spokane, Wash., from Wednesday 
to Saturday last, proves to have boon a 
pronounced success. It was inaugurated by 
a public mooting attended by 2,500 people. 
In the hall where the business sessions were 
held a fine display of tho pomaceous fruits 
and prunes delighted the wholesale dealers 
present. Col. Babcock preaonted a paper on 
fruit pests, and in tho diso iaaion which fol- 
lowed D. M. Jesaee, fruit inapoctor for 
Waahiogton State, caused much amuse- 
ment by advocating tho application of a 
spray of litno, sulphur and sale to fruit tree 
peddlora, who in hia estimation are among 
the worst pests fruit growers have to deal 
with, D. Dlalock gavo a lecturo on fruit 
picking and packing, with practical illus- 
trations. President Bainott, of the inter- 
national league of cotnmisaion merchunta 
rooommendod for Eastern market fruit that 
will please tho eye, as well as being of good 
quality. Professor Fullmer advised sugar 
beet culture. 

Tho report of the committee on organizj- 
tion, which was accepted, recommended 
that the association formed bo known as the 
Northwest Fruit Growers' Association, tho 
membership to be made up from tho terri- 
tory named above, and the objects to bo 
co-operation in promoting and encouraging 
proper methods of producing, handling and 
mvikoting horticultural products. Tho 
annual meeting is to bo hold on the first 
Wednesday in February of each year, at 
places to bo annually determined upon, and 
at these meetings each district organization 
will be entitled to one representativo at 
largo and one additional for each twenty- 
five members. KMh district is to have a 
local organizstion and a responsible report- 
ing and shipping agent. 

The committee on resolutions recommend- 
ed that the laws of California re fruit pests 
be adopted in the Northwest States and 
British Columbia, and in favor of accepting 
tho invitation to send delegates to the horti- 
cultural convention at the Midwinter Fair. 
Their report was referred to the committee 
ou legislation. 

Ollicers for the year were elected aa fol- 
lows : President, Dr. Blalook, Walla 
Walla ; Secretary, S. A. Clarke, Salem ; 
Treasurer, W. S. Offner, Walla Walla; 
Vico Presidents, C. P. Wilcox, Yakima, 
Wash.; Dr. J. H. Cardwell, Portlond, Ore ; 
R, S. Schleischor, Lowiston, Idaho ; J. 
Kirkland, Ladner's, B. C. It was decided 
to hold a semi-annual mooting in Portland 
during the interstate expoaitiou. 

Tho above information is from the ofiiclal 
report made by C. M. Palmer, inspector of 
fruit pests, to the board of horticulture of 
this Piovioce. In this report Mr. Pabiler 
says : 

" I'he aoheme of tho association is a gigan- 
tic one and in time may possibly control tho 
marketing of tho greater part of tho fruit 
grown in ttio territory embraced, and if car- 
ried out should to a cortaiu extent control 
and maintain fair prices and obtain the most 
favorable freight rate^ fioni tho railway 
companies, also prevent tho over stocking 
of any particular market with perishable 
fruit and tho inevitable loss consequent. 
In regard to legielation it ia of the 
utmoat importance that British Columbia 
fruit growers and nurserymen should 
be protected from those peata which aa yet 
have not reached us, and also exterminate, 
or at leaat keep in check, those which al- 
ready have a footins in the province, and I 
think that no laws, however Stringent, hav- 
ing thcac objects in view, should be opposed 
by men having tho interests of this province 
at heart." 



A TACO.MA special of last evening to the 
Colonist i.aya : Tho two McCaina arrested 
in Victoria Sunday, appeared in court to-doy 
on arraignment and asked until Friday to 
plead.

"CAPTAIN GOLD" DEAD. 



The pificovorer of Yellow Metal on 
Queen Charlotte Islands 
Passes A-way. 

Strange Stories of the Find — The 
Natives and Their Golden 
Anchor. 

Skidoate, Feb.O.— (Special.)— There died 
at this place on January 20, tho Hydah 
Indian, Captain Gold, widely known as 
tho discoverer of gold on these islands. 
Tho story dates back to tho early fifliea, to 
the time when Eastern civilization wrecked 
itself on this Western shore. Some of the 
debris drifted northward along tho British 
Columbia coast, and then it was that public 
attention was first drawn to tho auriferous 
rockoof these islands. But ovoa before this, 
traders, aoeking furs, had exchanged a few 
blankets for tho yellow lumps with Captain 
Gold and hia tribe, on tho west coast of the 
islunda. 

Tho first diacovery waa, of course, by 
accident. Tho subject of thia akotch, ac- 
compauiod by hia wivea, waa carrying some 
bark to his camp when, slipping down a 
ateep declivity, he uncovered a yellow our- 
faco of unusual appearance. Ho called his 
wives, and clearing away the dead leaves 
with their hands, they soon discovered tho 
extent of tho little pocket. They tried to 
break off a pirco from the edge, but instead 
of breaking they found it pliable, and read- 
ily rolling up from tho rock underneath. 

Now that they had discovered thia (jucer 
stone, the next; thing waa to discover ita 
uae. Their doctora airangely enough pro- 
nounced it to be tho elixir of life ; ao they 
pulver;/3d it aud drank it in thoir water 
until some of the people died. Then they 
decided that they were mistaken. The 
doctors having nothing more to say about it, 
they next tried a big piece for a canoe 
anchor. 

Then trading schoonoro came, and the 
prospect of getting a fuw blankets sot tho 
wholo village to work gathering all they 
could find. This is the niatory of the dis- 
covery recorded in the title, " Captain 
Gold." 



CHINESE LOTTEIlIEy. 

To THE Editor : — In this morning's Col- 
onist ia a letter from a correspondent signed 
"Fanny Tan," referring to a game of fan-tan 
conducted iu Chinatown by while men. 
While I am in sympathy with tho writer 
about the laxity of tho police, I muat cou- 
fesa that their attention ia more necessary 
in another quarter of Chinatown. There 
are several Chinese lotteries being carried 
on there, with half the merchandise stores 
as agencies for the sale of tickets. Some of 
your readers may havo visited On Hing's 
on Fisgard street, and noticod the crowd 
of whites in the back office await- 
ing tho annuunconicnb of tho various 
drawings, which occur half a dozen times 
during the day. It may be a surprise to 
you, sir, to learn that all sorts and condi- 
tions of men frequent this place to play 
the Chinese lottery. Merchants, clerks, 
mechanics, boys, gamblers and tho jolly 
eastern drnmmer can be seen there purchas- 
ing and marking tickets or awaiting the 
ruault. The business ia cirriod on openly. 
Anyone who wishes may enter and try his 
luck. 

I know for a fact of cases where youog 
men occupying posts of trust have spent all 
thoir wages— in one case some of nis em- 
ployers money, and became rained in couse- 
quencis — in the futile attempt to win. It 
would amaze your readers if they were 
a waro of tho thousands per day, the hundreds 
of thousands per year, which are invested in 
tho Chinese lotteries in Victoria. And it is 
sad to thiuk of the evil that ia worked among 
tho men, young and old, who " play " tho 
game. 

This form of vice ia one which the police 
could have easily suppressed. The lotteries 
are carried on without any attempt at sec- 
recy. And it is amoving to think the Chi- 
ncao should be permitted day by day, Sun- 
days included, to carry on thoir nefarious 
trade without tho faintest attempt at inter- 
ference. Is there not aomething radically 
wrong with tho police department when such 
is tho case ? The fan-tan games aro alto- 
gether confined to the Chinese, while these 
lotteries are patronized to a very great ex- 
tent by white people. If tho police can bo 
arouaed from their apathy, here is the first 
evil to claim their attention, for it is one 
which is working immense injury.

The Proposition of the Aerricultural 
Society Kcferretl to tbe Legis- 
lation Coniiuitteo. 



Tramway Affairs Discussed at Leiifjtli 
—Major Diipout Explains tho Bill 
Before tlio House. 



A epecial meeting of the City Council was 
held y^atorday afteraooa, tbe Mayor pieaid- 
ing iknd all'the aldermen -beiog present, at 
which conaiderablo buBineBB was disposed of 
with buainesa liko celerity. Tho sesBion 
had been called for o o'clock, but did not 
open. until 3:45, being preceded by a pri- 
vate conference of the aldermen in regard to 
the Agricultnral Aaaoolation's .proposition. 

Cpon resolution the aoodnnt'bf one' of the 
FurfaoQ drains contractors for a balance duo, 
and payable out of tho funds provided by 
speoiol by-law, was formally passed ; and 
the Council proceeded to tho consideration 
of the communication from Mr. C. E. 
Benouf, secretary of tho B. C. Agrioultural 
AeaociatioD, and which had been before the 
Baard at its last regular meeting. 

Tug Mavok advised careful consideration 
of the proposition put forward by the asao- 
ciatioD, and thought it would be necessary 
as well as desirable to defer action in this 
matter, a suggestion which was not opposed. 

Ald. Munn wus inclined to tho opinion 
that the powers of tho Council would ro- 
qalre to be enlarged by legislation to cnablo 
them, if it was deemed desirable, to take 
over the propertyof thoAgrioultural Eociety. 

Ald. Dwvku advised that tha legislation 
bo secured without delay ; it need notnecea- 
sarily bo takon advantage of. 

Mayok Tkaodb concurred and suggested 
that it would perhaps bo well to rafer Mr. 
Kenouf's letter and the matters in oonnoc- 
tion, to tbe legulation committee, for consid- 
eration and report. This upon motion was 
done. 

The bill now before the legislature by 
whioh tbe eleotrlo tramway company hopo 
j:o have their powera enlarged and their 
aildlrare-arranged was next bronghtforward. 

Al.D. HOMPHREY, while remarking that 
the Council had no desire to interfere in 
any way with tho buainees affairs of tho 
atreet railway company, thought the great- 
est dare should be taken to prevent tho ex- 
tension of tramway conipiny privilccres, 
should such extension interfere in any de- 
gree with tho rights of city or citizens. Ho 
therefore moved " that tho Council protest 
ngainat any additional powers or privileges 
being given tho tramway company ; and 
that tho city barriatcra bo instructed to sco 
that tho rights of the city are not interfered 
with or reduced by tho legislation now 
sought by the company." He thought that 
the Council should have been consulted by 
tho tramway company before thoy wont to 
tho legiaUtuie— ttmt ia it any ohantjes with- 
in tho city liiiiita are proposed, If not 
looked after, it was quite possible that tho 
House might pusa u private bill granting 
tho compuny rights which, in the city's in- 
terest, they should not possess. 

Ald Keith- VVilso.v seconded tho reso- 
lution, with an intimation that he would 
sabae quently have something to say in re- 
gard to it. 

TiiK Mayor : As I understand it, tho ob- 
ject of this resolution ia to confine the com- 
pany to the rights already granted them in 
the exialiug agreement with tbe city, un- 
less the expressed consent and acquieaoenco 
of the city authorities are secured. 

Ald Mu.nn : I believe the tramway com- 
pany havo started an electric lighting plant, 
and thero is some little doubt if they aro 
permitted by their charter to engage in this 
line of busineea. The legislation now sought 
is therefore, I have been (old, with the ob- 
ject of legaliziog what has already lieen done 
lu this d&eotion. Thero ia thia about tho 
matter — it the company seek further priv- 
ilegea in the city than they now possess, I 
think that thli Counoil may reasonably in- 
sist, on tho other hand, that the company 
should keep in repair that portion cf tho 
streets between their raila. 

Ald. Dwyeu: Aa Major Dupont, tho pre- 
sident of tho company, ia with us, he might 
like to inform ua what it la that the com- 
pany propose to do, and what all they arc 
aski. ^' for. 

M i r Dupont said that as president of 
the tramway company he was glad to have 
tho opportunity to disabuse tho council of 
what was evidently u misapprehension. 
Tlie company wore not seeking any addi- 
tional powers whatever, the giving of which 
the city would desire to oppose. As far as 
the city was concerned there was practi- 
cally no change asked for. The only thing 
not already provided for in tho agieemont 
with the city was tho power to provide 
eleotrioity for heating pu-poscs, a privilege 
that certainly the council would not object 
to having granted. The company had no 
objeotion whatever to the resolution offered; 
they expected to aee the city's intereate 
oarefally defended, and would make no 
eObrt to trespaes upon tho rights of the 
citizens. Of course, operating a street rail- 
way system in Victoria was a different thing 
altogether from operating one in a large and 
papulous placo. Here it was a substantial 
inducenjont to tho building up and settle- 
ment of a district to provide it with a street 
cor service, and strent oar profits were very 
proapectivo dividends. In a large city like 
Toronto or Montreal, a atroot railway waa a 
gtlt-edgo proposition ; horo it waa 
different altogether. It was not a nictter 
for argument just yet whether or not tho 
Victoria eyatcm could not bo vastly better- 
ed ; it waa a oauoo for tho citizona to con- 
gratulate thomselvea that tlio ayatem had 
been provided ut all. Enterprising men had 
put their money in the business and thoy 
woro not making their fortunes out of it, 
whilo tho ttdvuutago of having the cars in 
operation would bo admitted by all. Not 
only woro they necessary for tho city, aa a 
city, to posaeas in order to ho abreaat of tho 
times, but tho convenience to tho individual 
citizen waa ao great thut tho public could 
not bo without thorn now. So far tho oper- 
ation of tho Viotcria tramway hod been in 
tho intoreats of Iho citizens altogether ; tho 
shareholders of tho company had not profit- 
ed. What tlio company now Bought wna 
principally tho consolidation of tho powera 
under which it at present exists as a bnai- 
ness institution. This did not concern tho 
public, and the other rights applied for wore 
certainly just as much, if not more, for tho 
■ benefit of tho city as tho stockholdcrB, and 
andr would nob conQiot in any way 
with public interests. For instance, 
the oompjany now aalted the right to eject 
drunken aud disorderly passengera from tho 
.oars; ut present such peraoua tnigfat defy 
■ .tho conductors and motorneera, and pracH- 
callj' compel decent people to leave the cars 
when they determined to take possession 
and make themselves objectionable. Surely 
no ono would say that it was not right and 
proper that all users cf tbe street cars 
should properly conduct themselvea and bo 
prevented from onnoying those who chanced 
to be their fellow passengers. Their only 
other point of public interest in the amend- 
ing legislation sought had reference to the 
extension of- exemption from taxation. 



Whon the company had been finned, four 
years' exemption hud been applied for and 
granted, Stnoe then — by reason of a series 
of misfortunes not to be anticipated, no 
doubt— the company had been debarred 
from eojoyiog any profit on their invest- 
ment. Tho busiuesa was therefore still in 
its infancy, and ho ditl not think thero 
would be any ohjeotion to the extension for 
three years — for thia it practically was — of 
the privileges at proaent onj'iycd. 

Ald KKiTH-\Vll.snN was still inclined to 
the belief mat it wua a hardship for tho city 
to be conipi'llo.l io maintain the roadway 
between tho rails of tho tramway. If the 
company asked the Council to continue ex- 
emption from taxation, rurely tho Counoil 
had a right to ask that tho company main- 
tain the roadway ovei; which their cars pass. 

Ald. i EDiNOfiAM tboiight'that the point 
raised was fully met by aeotion 30 of the 
agreement between the oity.,and the com- 
panyV' - - •• ■ ■ : 
^u)! HuiiPHREV aatd tiiere waa another 
matter whioh it might not bo amiaa.to refnr 
to. Xhera had' been general oomplaint on 
tbe ocQMio&'ofjthe last agrionltural exhi- 
bition on. aopouiit of the oar company obarg- 
ing dp'uble fareto the show grounda. It 
was to this that th6 agricultural sooiety 
attributed in a great measure tbe fiaaccial 
f.iiluro of tho show. 

Major Dupont, in explanation, said that 
if the company found that thoy could afford 
to do so, thoy would certainly adopt a 
single faro. There was this in connection, 
tho company were undor certain moral if 
not legal obligations to the O^k Biy Im- 
provement Co., which could not ho over- 
looked. Tho people interested in O.ik liny 
and tho district, traversed by tho road con- 
necting thut rosort with tho city, had built 
thia piece of rood and given it to tho 
compiny with a liberal bonua to aecuro 
ita operation. There waa an implied, if not 
oxpreaaod, underalonding at the time that 
unless other diatricta mado aimilar terms 
that should not receive similar advantages. 
However, us Boon as the company could con- 
eialenlly ivud without direct loaa give a fivo 
cent faro to tho driving park, that would no 
doubt bo done. In any event tho mutter 
would reoeivo careful consideration, 

ALU. MuNN again dwelt upon tho impor- 
lanco of the city and tho company cnniing 
to some arrnLgumont with refrreuco to tho 
inaintenanco of tho roadway between the 
rails ; at the coriiera it wua bad enough r.t 
present, and if tho city wua to bo properly 
paved the question would become oven more 
aeriouB. 

Mujor Dupont did not think tho Council 
could reaaonubly expect the company, for 
tho pru^out at least, to assume burdens that 
havo not been imposed upon them by their 
contract with tho city. 

Ald. Styles directed attention to tho 
necessity of defining the width of atreets 
upon which double tracking may ho done, 
and tho diaousaion ended here, tho resolu- 
tion being adopted. 

A report from tho committee interested, 
recommendiog the admission of Moses 
Webb, of Nanaimo, to the Old Men's Home 
upon the 4iaual conditions, wsa adopted, 
and the Coaooil adjourned at 4:45 o'clock. 
A reaolntlon that applications for the poai- 
tion of Stre.et Superintendent at the monthly 
salary of $100 be invited, was " held over."

Fourth Session of the SlitU rarllament. 

TWENTY-FIRST DAY. 

\Yednesday, Fob. 21, 189-i. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 o'clock. 
Prayers by Bev. Ebenezer Bobaon, 

PBIVATE BILLS. 

Mb. Martik, from the private bills com- 
mittee, presented .a report deolariog that 
the regulations had been oomplied with in 
respect of the Hall mines tramway, the Yio- 
toria eleotrio railway and light ' company, 
the Brunette Bawmlll company, and the 
public works at GhiUiwaok blllB. 

Mb. Booth presented a similar report 
from the. railway committee respecting the 
bill to alter the gauge of the Kaslo & Slocan 
railway. 

The reports were received. 

THE DCTDOET. 

Mr KiTciiKS resumed his addreaa on the 
budget. Ho denied that the amendment ho 
bad handed in the previous day was iti Mr. 
Baaveu's finest hand, and complained that 
the Colonist had done him a grievous in- 
jury in 80 describing the document. Ho 
did not state whose the handwriting was, 
but ib appears that 'while the language is 
Mr. Beaven's a copy of the resolution was 
made for handing in. 

Mb. FoBStER proceeded to deal with the 
subject of the single tax, or the tax on land, 
the advantages m which he maintained, 
though he would not attempt in this place 
to give an explanation of tlio syatcir:, Ho 
condemned the tax exemption provisions iu 
connection with grants of lands to railways, 
tlie effect of which wag, he claimed, to en- 
able the compabies to hold the lands instead 
of throwing them open for settlement. Be- 
ferring to the Canadian Western Central 
railway projtot, ho said ho believed that 
this lino ounlit to bo built, and tliat under 
proper coiulitious it would piiy. The island 
portion, liowcivor, would havo to bo bui't 
through tlio lunda already (granted to tho 
island railway company. Uo lield, there- 
fore, that before tho now railway is pro- 
ceeded with theso landa ought to be taken 
back by tho governiricnt, mineral and tim- 
ber righta inohided, oo that tlioy might bo 
thrown open tosettlera and tho governmont 
get tho advantage. Ho took exception to 
what he understood tho Attorney- General 
to have aaid.with respoot to tho expenditure 
of public money in commercial enterprisea 
such aa railrt-aya, and on tlio other 
hand advocated that tho government 
aliould build and own tho Canadian 
\Ve8tprn Central railway. He advo- 
cated that the charter of tho Island Riil- 
way should be revoked, tho Government 
taking over tho property, but paying the 
company generously what they are entitled 
to for their ontcrpriao. 

Hon. Mr. Davik aekod leave to make an 
explanation of a point referred to by Mr. 
Forster. He had not, as that gentleman 
appeared !o think, orgued against govern- 
ment control of railways, against tho build- 
iog of railways by tho Government, or 
against tho establishment of such enter- 
prises with public money. \Vhat ho had 
argued was that private capital, when intro- 
duced, or when enlisted in any enterprise in 
the province, should not be made a mere 
target to be shot at. He did not contend 
that it ia nob good policy hero, as in other 
countriea, to in^-est public money in such 
enterprises, but merely that when private 
capital is invested in the country it ia not to 
be held np as a target. 

The Speaker, no one else rising, called 
three times, "Are you ready for the ques- 
tion ? " and rang the division bell. 

Mr. Brows- then rose and innocently 
;>ic|iiircd, "Did you ring the bell?" sitting 
down when the Speaker answered in the 
affirmative. 

Hon. Mr. Bkaven protested that when a 
resolution of want of conficlenco such as that 
moved by Mr. Kitchen was preeented the 
government should m&ke acme reply. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— What is there to re- 
ply to 7 

Hon. Mr Be.vvex proceeded that ho was 
surprised that tlia Speaker had cloeed tlic 
dieousaiou without allowing tho governtneut 
the courtesy of an opportunity to reply. 

The Speaker — The government have not 
complained of want of courtesy. (Laughter 
and applauai ). 

Hon. Mi; Bk.whn continued that ho indi- 
vidually had intended to address the house, 
but bad -waited for the explanation which 
the government should make when a vote of 
censure was offered. 

Tjie Si'kaker— What ia tho hon. member 
speaking to ? 

Hon. Mr, Bkaven— Well, I can hardly 
bring myeclf to beliovo that the discueaiou 
is closed. (Laughter). 

The SrEAKEii— The diacuasion is closed. 

Hex. Mr. Turner observed that this ap- 
peared to bs unfortunate, as the opposition 
were evidently desirous of saying some- 
thing to clear themeelves from the mess into 
which they appeared to have got. (Ap- 
plause). 

After the motion had been put, Mr. 
Grant rose io explain bis vote, as he said, 
annonncing that ha felt it his duty to rote 
for the government on this occasion. 

The amendment was lost 6u division of 10 
to 21. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven then rose, as ho said, 
to clT-.-r an addition to tho main motion 
tliat the hnuft" go into committee of supply. 

Tin: Si'EAKKR— The hon. gentleman has 
already spoken. 

Hon. Mr.. P.kaven said he simply proposed 
to offer an iinicndment adding some words 
to the resolution. 

Till; Si'iiAicKR pointed out that Mr. 
Beaven huving already spoken to tho motion 
could not now speak again or offer an 
amendiiRMil. 

Mr liiKiTi! proceeded with tlio debate on 
the main motion. Ho said tho glaring pre- 
dictiona niado on tho other aide reminded 
him of what ho had heard in tho house four 
years ogo, but yet ho found that tho posi- 
tion of tho province is now much better 
than it was at chat time and ia steadily im- 
proving. He did not agree with the ob- 
jection taken to adding to tho debt of tho 
province, for lie considered that the debt 
had been incurred for the advantage of the 
province. 

Mb. MoKeiizib, looking at the mutter as 
a commercial propositio.u, criticised the 
Premier for remaining in that ofiSoe when he 
could as he said make more money by at- 
tending to his own private bniinesa. There 
were, be said, many members on bis side of 
the house who would be glad to take the 
ofBoe of Premier at $5,000 a year. (Great 
opposition applause.) He proceeded to criti- 
ciao the method of expenditure of the Lands 
and Works department appropriations, 
holding that those should bo more definitely 
allotted when voted upon than they arc at 
prcaont. Ho advocated a change in tho re- 
gulations which now compel a aottlor to ask 
for leave of ubeenco from tho department 
when ho leaves his allotment before com- 
pleting the residence required by tho terms 
of aottlement. He also criticised the wild 
land tax, which ho pronounced oxcossive, 

Mr. Keith made a long but rather 
disconnected address, giving attention 
to each of the speakers, and finding 
nothing but fooliahuoaa on the gov- 
ernment side, and nothing but 
words of wisdom from the opposition. Ho 
spoke admiringly of Mr. Beaven, whom ho 
compared to " the archangel Gabriel," 



quoted as tho ideal of fairness and wisdom. 
He took exception to the remarks of Mr. 
McKenzie as to the wild land tax, saying he 
thought that gentleman must have one or 
two little farms of his own on which he does 
not rejgide. V' 

Mb. MoKbnzie — I cannot reside in more 
than one place. (Laughter.) 

Mar Kbith "continued that if there is one 
thing for which tho government deserves 
commendation it is ths wild land tax. 

Mr. McKenzie explained that he did not 
exactly object to a moderate wild land tax, 
but he did object, to an exorbitant one. 

Mr. Martik orltioised the policy advocat- 
ed by the leader of the opposition, that no 
money should be spent ph road work in 
anticipation of the coUeotion of the revenue 
for the year, showing that If fluch a course 
had been followed it would have prevented 
tho expenditure, to give only one instance, 
of $100,000 laid-otttln theOkanagan district 
by the Strathair mining company alone, 
for labor and materials, which they, could 
not have expended if the roads to the taines 
had not first been provided. As he bad 
been referred to from the other side of the 
house in terms of reproach because he had 
moved tho addreaa in reply to tho speech 
from tho throne, thus appearing as a sup- 
porter of tho government after opposing 
them last aosaion on tho subject of tho new 
parliament buildings, he wished to pfint 
out that ho had oomo to tho house promis- 
ing to give tho government an independent 
aupport, and thia is prcoisoly what ho in- 
touda to do. Ho had been outrootod on the 
question of tho buildings, but this being a 
constitutional form of government under 
which tho majority must rule, ho only 
hoped noiv that the now ijarliament build- 
ings would bo a grand success. (Applause.) 
He coinpliinentea tho leader of tho govern- 
ment for having travelled through tho dia- 
trict during the rcci!.ss,and thus madebimsolf 
oonvers:nit with tho needs of every part of 
it, and ho thought tho public money applied 
for the Premior'a travelling oxpeiiaea was 
very well laid nut. Ho contrasted 
the Preniier'rt trip v. ith thai made 
by Mr. Kitchen, .>a a paid agitator 
with expeneoa paid by olhera, to agitato 
against a governnicnt which had on threo 
Hucueasivo ocoiBious received tho ondorsa- 
tion of the oltctoratc, and which ia hero to 
stay. (Applause ) 

Mr. Cotton said lie had been surprised 
that the government had sat silent thia 
afternoon and allowed an important amend- 
mcnt to be voted on without a word of ex- 
planation. He expressed regret that so 
little attention bad been paid daring thia 
debate to the finances as deaic with in the 
budget speeoh.and then proceeded himself to 
dilate upon what he called the Pooley scan- 
dal and the Baker scjndnl. Although the 
President of tho Council had made an at- 
tempt at a manly defence, ho held that the 
reasona given by that gentleman were no 
defence at all. Uo cilicised the pending 
conversion of tho loans aa a failure, and ar- 
gued that tho labor legislation and all tho 
other attempts of the government had like- 
wise been failures. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon aiid if ony explana- 
tion is required as to tho prooeedinga in tho 
house this afternoon, it appeared to him 
that this should oomo from the opposition, 
who after having moved tho longest amend- 
ment ho had evor hoard presented to tho 
house had given hardly a word of explana- 
tion or juacifioation of it. He joined in the 
regret expressed by Mr. Cotton that so lit- 
tle of tho discussion had been devoted to 
the statement of finances presented, and so 
much to ■ outside matters. Ho folt that 
there is no question as to the correctness of 
the financial statement and that thoss who 
have criticised it have so twisted the fig- 
ures as to make It appear to the public that 
the conversion of 'the' debt, for instance, is 
going to be a source of immense expense to 
the country. He condemned the unmanly 
and ungenerous attacks made Open certain 
of hia colleagues by members of the opposi- 
tion, and though ho hardly felt that further 
tims should be taken np in, reiterat- 
ing tho full explanation and defence which 
had been already made, he could not let tho 
occasion pass without saying something on 
the subject. Ho justified tho visit of the 
Provincial Secretary to PJogland to attend 
at tho opening of tho Imperial Institute, in 
tho eatabliahinent of which tho province had 
taken a direct part af tho outcome of tho 
visit made hero a few years ago by Sir 
Somers Vino. An invitation had been ex- 
tended to the province to be represented at 
tho opening, and no doubt those who issued 
tho invitation did ao bcoauee they wished 
British Columbia to bo more directly and 
distinctly repreaentod than it would have 
been by tho mere attendance of Sir Charles 
Tuppor or tho resident agent in London. In 
any event, the government decided that tho 
Provinjial Secretary uhould bo sent, and if 
there was any blamo they, as a whole, and 
not their representative should receive it. 
But ho heard from tho other side no con- 
demnation of the sending of a representa- 
tive, tho aole burden of their complaint being 
that while in England Co). Baker had de- 
scribed himself by his official titles, and had 
taken the opportunity to attend to some of 
his private business by attempting to sell 
his valuable property, the Granbrook estate. 
As some members' of the house had taken 
the very queatihnable advantage of their 
position here to make statements in dis- 
paragement of the valae of this property, 
he wished to state that from personal 
observation be knew it to be of 
much greater value than what they 
stated, and if tho general expectations 
with regard to tho country arc realized he 
felt auto that tho property would turn out 
to bo worth at leaat tlio value placed upon it 
in tho prospectuB. Ita value, however, is no 
business of the house ; hut ho had been led 
to remark upon it on account of tho unpro- 
codeuted maliciousnees and vindictiveneas 
of tho attacks made upon tho Provincial 
Secretary. In contrast to tho course taken 
by tho organs of tho opposition, ho referred 
to a passage in tho London Times which 
had recently attracted hia attention, where 
that paper said it would refrain from deal- 
ing with part of tho papera of a man whoso 
life was under review because they wore 
marked "for private circulation only," (Ap- 
plause. ) As ho wished to make some fur- 
ther remarks on this motion but had some 
business to attend to outside the _ house bo- 
fore six o'clock, ho moved the adjournmen*. 
of the debate. 

Hon. Mr Tdrneb rose ond remarked 
that several Hon. Gentlemen on the other 
side of the House had, in the courso of their 
speeches, requested an explanation respect- 
ing the cost of conversion, and the state- 
ment by Mr. Beaven, that the cost to the 
Province would exceed the vote on the 
Parliament buildings. He asked leave to 
explain the subject of the conversion of the 
loan, which appeared to have been so much 
misunderstood. 

Hon. Mr Beavkn objected that snchan 
explanation is not in order and should not 
bo allowed, otherwise every member who 
has been misunderstood or misrepresontod 
could claim tho right to speak. 

Hon. Mr. Turnkr said as it appeared 
that tho members opposite did not desire 
any explanation, it would perhaps bo uao- 
leSB to force it upon them. 

Hon. Mr Davih said although tho 
leader of the opposition apparently did not 
wish to have this matter explained, ho hold 
that on two pjrounda tho minister was quite 
in order in addressing the house. In the 



first place he bad a right to speak on the 
motion to adjourn the debate ; and in the 
second place, it being asserted and com- 
plained by the opposition that he had failed 
to make an explanation on tho subject, he 
had a right to make it now. Mr. Beaven 
still objecting, Hon. Mr. Davie said that 
the Opposition evidently wished the lie to 
get the start, their motto being, as he had 
said before, that a lie will travel a mile 
whilst truth is putting on its boots. 

Mr. Beave.v : Order ! Order ! 

The Speaker ruled that he had declared 
the motion to adjourn the debate carried 
and that the explanation was: not in order. 

KOOTENAV TRAMWAYS. 

Mr. Kklt.ie moved for le*ve to introduce 
a bill respecting tho incorporation of tram- 
way, telephone and telegraph companies in 
WeatKootenoy district. 

Hon. Mr. Beavkn objected that thia bill 
should only bo taken up in ita regular order, 
and the objection was sustained. 

Tho houso adjourned at 5 '10 p.m.

Noneonearring Statements to Adiaed to 
Honator Morgan's Kindlhgi— A 
VulunilnouB Document. 

Washington, Fob. 2l.r-Tho full oom- 
raittee on foreign afT^irs, which to-day, for 
the first time, heard the report of the 

aub-oommittoo, which has been investigat- 
ing Hawaiian affairs, aa drawn by Mr. 
Morgan, did not ogreo upon tho report, 
although Mr. Morgan's document will be 
made tho comniittoo report, to be 
accompanied, however, by non-concurring 
statements in the shape of supplemental 
reports, all of which will be laid before the 
Senate on Monday next. There is no 
reason to change the statements previously 
made on the dispatches oonoerning Mr. 
Morgan's oonolusions. He finds that 
the Qaeen brought about a revo- 
lution by violating the constitution 
under which she ruled, and that having 
gono ao far and been foroed to abdicate, tho 
people were justified in setting up a pro- 
visional government. This being ao, und 
bocauau Mr. Morgan necessarily failu to 
consuro either Minister Stevens or Captain 
Wiltae, who caused tho troops of the 
Boston to be landed, Mr. Blount ia 
not condemned for tho reason that Mr. 
Morgan beliovea ho acted upon audieient 
tcatimony aud the adininietration basing 
ita caao upon Mr. Blount'a inaufficient 
ovidonco ia likewise not tho auhject of 
critioiain. The ostabliahment of a protector- 
ate ia found to have been un- 
juatiliod aud the II ig incident does 
not play u very important part 
in the report. Mr. Willia, acting 
under inatructiona given by tho govornuient, 
ia therefore not charged with any wrong- 
doing. Concerning annexation, Mr. Mor- 
gan still holds to the belief that tho United 
States should be in possession of tho Ijlands. 
'Tho Republicans will not concur in 
that pnrt of tho report which doala 
with Mr. Blount, but will, in their 
supplemental atatement contend that Mr. 
Blouat made no effort to got at both aidca 
of tho caae, while audi Detnocratio mem- 
bers 08 Gray and Daniel will not agree to 
Mr. Morgan's dispoailion of tho acta of 
Minister Stevens. It ia understood that all 
these reports will make upwards of 31S,- 
000 words.

Whitecars. 

Louia Sp^yercr waa fo-.merly a corporal 
in tin; Ocrman army. He was brought to 
this country laat Dc-cember by his uriclc, 
(Juido Speyercr, a resident of thia village 
tluido is a carpenter aud is an industrious 
man. He lived iu a little house, 
built by himself with his wife and 
two sons, respectively IS and IG 
years old. Louia Speyerer ia 21 
yeara old. His arrival iu the family haa 
been the eauso of the breaking up of tho 
household, and the hanging of him iu efii^y 
by indignant citizens of the place is the re- 
sult. The youthful soldier, aooording to 
report, caused trouble betweeu his aunt and 
uncle. A disturbance followed, and the fam- 
ily jar wound up in the Police court. The 
husband was charged with assault by his 
ivifo. Tho trial of the case resulted in 
the conviction of the husband, the wife's 
testimony being oorrorborated by the 
nephew. The juatico imposed a fine of 52.">. 
Speyerer did not huvo the money aud stood 
a good chanoo of going to j lil, but the pas- 
tor of hia church aud other frienda managed 
to collect Sb>. The justice concluded th-.xt 
(hat aum wou'd Suiisfy outraged j-aat'.Co 
and reduced ibo fiae and Spoycror was re- 
leased. 

Before Mr. Speyerer returned home from 
work recently, he found tho objoclionablo 
nephew had returned and taken poaaeasiou 
of his former room. A quarrel ensued be- 
tween the men, and the elder endeavored 
to force the younger out of the 
honse. Young Speyerer's campaigning 
stood bim in good stead, and he suc- 
ceeded in throwing his uncle out of doors. 
Tho nephew kept away from tho village a 
few days, but could not resist the tempta- 
tion to return. He was seen hero yester- 
day. The effigy and the whitecap warning 
were the result of his return to the village.

"RIGID ECONOMY." 

Tho " Times " Says This Policy Must bo Pur- 
sued if the United States Are to 
Itemaln Solvent. 

London, Feb. 21. — ^The Times prints « ith 
opproving comments a long letter from J. W. 
Cross, who contends that rigid eoonomy is 
tho only policy open to the United States, 
if they mean to rcm^iin solvent. 
"This has a bearing on tho business 
of the remainder of tho world," says Mr. 
Oro9(« " for economy in America meana bad 
buainess everywhere. To keep the Ameri- 
can currency on a stable gold basis the ex- 
ports ought to exeeed the imports by 
about eixty- five millions annoally. Issuing 
bonds ia merely a palliative. The oountry 
must take ita cutrenoy fa hand and 
retrench. The first necessity is the 
gradual withdrawal of somo of the 
silver or ropresentalivos thereof. 
Tho recovery will be slow, but there ia 
every reason to baliovo sure. With ordin- 
ary care tho United Statca ought still to be 
tlie best of all tho fields for iuveating 
money."

CALIFORNIA LABOR CONUaESS. 

Iniporlant and Far-lleaclilug Beforms Pro- 

posed, 

Sa.x Fran-cisco, Feb. 21.— When the 
State Labor Congress, which opened in 
thia city yesterday, resumed its seBsions 
thia morning the committee on resolu- 
tions presented a lengthy report, favor- 
ing, among other things, anli-Chinpse 
legislation, free school education, repeal 
of tho mortgage and poll tax, aboliihiug 
of contract labor for public works, woman 
suffrage, unconditional rep""' of tho national 
bank act, a graduated tax on all inonmea in 
excess of three hundred dollars a year, and 
government control of railroada aud telo- 
grapha. Tho preeontation of the report was 
followed l)y oonaiderablo discussion, but no 
doflnito action was taken. ' 



IN THE TOILS. 

More AnarcblBls Arrested iu Paris— Another 
l';xploBlon— Bombs Found and Seized 
by tho Authurillcs. 

Paris, Feb. 21. — The police arrested to- 
day an anarchist named Hivoli who had just 
anived hero from London, also five 
anarchists on suspicion of having caused an 
explosion in the Aveiue Salnte Ouln. The 
i-xploaion waa attributed to tho diachargo 
of a bomb ; but it waa eubstquently 
learned that it waa caused by the 
ignitien of gas. Tho police, however, 
found eleven shell bombs un the premisea 
and these were taken to headquartera for 
examination, with a view to ascertaining 
whether or not they were really intended to 
be filled with explosive material. The dis- 
covery of the BO-oalled bomba has greatly 
agitated the residents of the neighborhood. 

A man of suspioious appearance, giving 
the name of Ravalli. reoenUy hired a fur- 
niahed apartment in a small hotel on Rue 
St. Jacques. He disappeared Monday and 
did not return at night. Early yesterday 
mo.-uing Madame Calabresi, wife of the 
proprietor, knocked at tho door. Receiving 
no (esponaa she endeavored to open it, but 
found an obstruction which proved to resem- 
ble a bomb. Her huabanti summoned a po- 
liceman, who put hia aboulder to the door 
and burst it open, throwing tho bomb to tho 
floor, causiog a fcurful explosion, wrecking 
tho iuaido ot the building, terribly injuring 
Madame Calabresi, slightly hurting her 
husband, together with Monsieur anti Ma- 
dome Ismael and other ininatea of tho 
house- The uncle of Madams Calabttsi waa 
pierced through tho body by a bullet from 
the bomb. No reaaou ia known for the ac- 
tion of tho anarchist, unless ho had a grudge 
against the proprietor, £.3 tho house belongs 
to tho poorer clas3, and ia not such as 
tho foes of society would select to terrify 
tho bourgoise. ~ 

Tbe excitement was intensified later when 
the prefect of police received a note signed 
Ravalli, saying he intended to commit sui- 
cide. ut tho Hotel do L'Bsporance, a place 
of tiniilar character to that where the t x- 
plosion occurred. An invcatigation revealed 
tho fact that another bomb, similar in con- 
struction to tho one which exploded, hud 
been uimilurly placed in the hotel inoulion- 
ed. Both places are under guard by tho 
polico. The excitement waa added to later 
when it waa discovered that an attempt had 
been made to blow up tho handsome baild 
ings of the ministry of foreign afiairs, A 
metal tube was found lying at the entrance.

Beorsford of this city has just died here 

from glanders, which eho caught from a 
horse purchased from a dealer named For- 
rester, llcr face after death presented a 
horrible sight. A warrant will to-day bo 
sworn out for the arrest of Forrester, who 
it is alleged, know tho horse waa diseased 
at the time of the ealo, There ia much in- 
dignation among citi/.^ns over the matter.
